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ALLIED NOTE ON REPLY OF 
AUSTRIA TO PEACE TERMS 


HOLDS PEOPLE RESPONSIBLE 


‘States That They Cannot Evade Reparation for 


Wrongs Which Their Govern- 
ment Committed. 


By the Agsoctated Preas. 
PARIS, Sept. 3.—The note 


transmitting the Allied reply t& 
the observations of the Austrian 


delegation on the conditions of 
peace, addressed to Karl Renner 
and signed by M. Clemenceau, as 
President of the Council, follows: 

Draft of the covering letter: 
(1). The Allied and Associated 
Powers have given most careful 
consideration to the observations 
of the Austrian delegation on the 
draft treaty of peace. The reply 
of the Austrian delegation objec- 
tions to the draft treaty that, ow- 
ing to dissolution of the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy, Austria 
ought not to be treated as an 
enemy state at all, and that, in 
consequence, she ought not to be 
made in any special way inheritor 
of the responsibilities in regard to 
reparation, to which the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy undoubtedly 
would be liable, did it still exist. 

As these observations point toa 
fundamental misconception of the 
responsibilities of the people of 
Austria, the Allied and Associated 
powe's feel it necessary to state 
as briefly as may be principles 
which they consider must be ap- 
plied to the settlement of the late 
war so far as Austria is concerned. 
The people of Austria, together 
with their neighbors, the people of 
Hungary, bear in a peculiar de- 
gree responsibility for the calami- 
ties which have befallen Europe 
during the last five years. 

Ultimatum to Serbia. 

The war was precipitated by an 
ultimatum presented to Serbia by 
the Government at Vienna and re- 
quiring acceptance within 48 
hours of a series of demands 
which amounted to the destruc- 
tion of the independence of a 
neighbo: ing sovereign State. The 
Royal Gévernment of Serbia ac- 
cepted within the prescribed time 
all the demands except’ those 
which involved the virtual surrerf- 
der of its independence. 

Yet the then Austro-Hungarian 
Government, refusing all offers of 
a conference of conciliation on the 
basis of that reply, immediately 
opened hostilities against Serbia, 
thereby deliberately setting light 
to a train, which led directly to a 
universal war. 

It is now evident that this ul- 
timatum was no more than an in- 
sincere excuse for beginning a war 
for which the late autocratic Gov- 
ernment at Vienna, in close asso- 
ciation with the rulers of Ger- 
many, had long prepared and for 
which it considered the time had 
arrived. The presence of Aus- 
trian guns at the siege of Liege 
and Namur is further proof, if 
proof were required, of the inti- 
mate association of the Govern- 
ment of Vienna with the Goverfh- 
ment of Berlin in its plot against 
public law and the liberties of 
Europe. 

People Are Responsible. 

The Austrian delegation appear 
to think that responsibility for 
these acts rested solely on the 
Hapsburg dynasty and its satel- 
lites, ana that by reason of the 
dissolution of that - monarchy 
through the victory of the allies 
the people of Austria can escape 
responsibility for the deeds of the 
Government, which was their own 
Government and which had its 
home in their capital. 

Had the people of Austria, in the 

years preceding, endeavored to 
curb the militarist and domineer- 
ing spirit by which the Govern- 
ment of the Hapsburg monarch 
was animated; had they made any 
effective protest against the war, 
or refused to assist or support their 
rulers in prosecuting it, some at- 
tention might now be paid to this 
plea. But the fact that the war 
was acclaimed on its outbreak in 
Vienna, that the people of Austria 
were its ardent supporters from 
start to finish, and that they did 
nothing to dissociate themselves 
from the policy of their Govern- 
ment and its allies until they had 
been defeated in the field, makes 
it clear that, according to any 
canon of justice, they must be held 
to bear their full measure of re- 
sponsibility for a crime which has 
brought such misery on the world. 
Was an Autocracy. 

There is, however, a further fact 
to which the allied and associated 
Powers feel bound to point. The 
Hapsburg system became in its es- 
sence a system maintaining the 
ascendancy of the German and 
Magyar peoples over a majority of 
the inhabitants of the Austro-Hun- 
garian monarchy. This ancient and 
effete autocracy, with its militarist 
traditions, was maintained in ex- 
istence through the vigorous sup- 
port of the inhabitants of Austria 
and Hungary because it gave to 
them a domination over their fel- 
low subjects. 

It was a policy of racial ascend- 
ancy and oppression to which thé 
people of Austria gave their steady 
support, which was one of the 
deeper causes of the war. It led to 
those irridentist movements along 
the frontiers of Austria and Hun- 
gary, which kept Europe in a fer- 
ment of unrest; it led to the grow- 
ing dependence of Aust@a-Hun- 
gary on Germany, and consequent- 
ly to the subordination of the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian policy to the Ger- 
man plans of domination, and, in 
the end, it led to a situation in 
which the rulers of the Austro- 
Hungarian monarchy could 
see no other way of pre- 
serving their own power than 
to set to work delibérately to de- 
stroy the liberty of small and de- 
pendent nations, which kept alive 
the vision of liberty among their 
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oppressed brethren, and which 
blocked the way to Constantinople 
and the East. 

Treaty Must Stand.’ 

In the opinion, therefore of the 
allied and associated Powers, it is 
impossible to admit the plea of 
the Austria delegation that the 
people of Austria do not share 
the responsibility of the Govern- 
ment which provoked the war, or 
that they are to escape the duty 
of .making reparation to the ut- 
most of their capacity to those 
whom they and the Government 
they sustained have so greviously 
wronged. The principles upon 
which the draft treaty is based 
must therefore stand. 

Until the signing of peace, the 
people of Austria are, and will re- 
main, an enemy people; upon its 
signature they will become 4 state 
with whom the allied and asso- 
ciated Powers hope and expect to 
maintain friendly relations. 

2. The Austrian delegation have 
further prodtested against the ar- 
rangements under the treaty gov- 
erning their relations with the new 
states formed out of the late Aus- 
tro-Hungarian monarchy. 

The allied and associated 
Powers feel bound to point out 
that the disabilities from which 
Austria will suffer will arise, not 
from the provisions of the treaty, 
but mainly from the policy of as- 
cendency which its people have 
pursued in the past. Had the pol- 
icy of Austro-Hungary been one of 
liberty and justice to all its peo- 
ples, the upper Danube states 
might have remained in friendly 
economic and political unity. As 
it was, the: policy of ascéndency 
produced one of the cruelest trag- 
edies of the late war. Ten mil- 
lions of the subject peoples of 
Austria-Hungary were driven, un- 
der pain of death, to fight against 
their will. 

In an army which was being 
used to perpetuate their own serv- 
ice, as well as to compass the de- 
struction of liberty in Europe. 

People Are to Blame. 

Many of these peoples protest- 
ed against the war, and for their 
protests suffered confiscation, im- 
prisonment, or death. Mé.y more, 
who were captured or escaped, 
joined the armies of the allies, 
and played their part in the war 
of liberation. But they are now, 
one and all, determined, and right- 
ly détermined, to set themselves up 
as independent states. They will 
trust Vienna no more. The policy 
of ascendancy has borne its in- 
evitable fruit in the fact of par- 
tition and it is this partition which 
lies at the root of Austria’s trou- 
bles today. 

Vienna was made the economic 
and political center of the empire; 
everything was artificially concen- 
trated there. Outlying’ districts 
and railways were starved in order 
that the capital might thrive. The 
break-up of Austria-Hungary, cut- 
ting these centralized filaments in 
two, can hardly fail to inflict the 
severest blows upon the State of 
Austria and its capital. But the 
dissolution of the monarchy, with 
its consequences, is the direct out- 
come of that fatal policy of domi- 
nation for which the people of 
Austria are themselves principally 
to blame. 

3. The allied and asseciated 
Powers, however, have no wish to 
add to the hardships of Austria’s 
position. On the contrary, they 
are anxious to do all in their 
power to assist her people to ac- 
commodate themselves to their 
new position and to recover their 
prosperity, provided always that 
it is not at the expense of the new 
states formed out of the late em- 
pire. 

The break up of the monarchy 
has given rise to many. difficult 
problems in the relations between 
the new states, which, under the 
treaty, are its heirs. It has been 
recognized as reasonable that the 
relations between the citizens of 
the sueceeding states should be 
regulated in certain respects dif- 
ferently from the relations be- 
tween the citizens of Austria and 
those of the other allied and as- 
sociated Powers, and, in view of 
the observations of the -Austrien 
delegation, the allied and asso- 
ciated Powers, while adhering to 
the general lines of the treaty, 
have made considerable modiiica- 
tions in its economic provisions 
The property of Austrian na- 
tionals in territories ceded to the 
allied Powers is to be restored 
to its owners free from any 
measures of liquidation of hans, 
forbidden since the armistice, and 
is guaranteed similar freedom 
from seizure or liquidation in the 
future contracts between Austrian 
Nationals and persons who  ac- 
quire, under the treaty, an allied 
nationality. 


Coal Supply Assured. 


Provision is made to insure 
Austria supplies of coal from 
Czecho-Slovakia and Poland, up- 
on which she is dependent, in re- 
turn for reciprocal obligations to 
supply certain raw materials. Out- 
Standing questions affecting na- 
tional of Austria, which require 
settlement between Austria and 
its inheriting neighbors, are to be 
regulated by separate conventions, 
and these conventions are to be 
drawn up by a @onference to 
which Austria will be admitted 
on a footing of equality with the 
other states concerned. 

Details of these and other con- 
cessions will be found in the an- 
nexed reply. Finally, the repara- 
tion Commission wiil be instructed 
to carry out the duties confided to 
it in a strictly humanitarian man-

King to Give Crews 
‘Properties of Italy 
to the Peasants

all the crown properties in 
favor of the peasants and® for 
national work for former sol- 
diers. Premier Nitti at one of 
the first sittings of Parliament, 
which is to be opened, will make 
this announcement, 

The Crown properties of Italy 
are larger than those of any 
other country, since the House 
of Savoy inherited the properties 
of the rulers of the 11 states in- 
to which Italy was divided be- 
fore the kingdom became united. 

During the war the King gave 
over his splendid royal palace in 
Caserta, the Castel Moscali de 
Piedmont, for the use of his sol- 
diers. His intention now is that 
the vast lands which he pos- 
sesses virtually in every section 
of Italy shall go to the peasants 
who fought in the war, while his 
palaces, castles and other build- 
ings shall be utilized for philan- 
thropic purposes. 

In addition, the King has ex- 
pressed a desire that his private 
| patrimony be taxed like that of 
‘| any other citizen. Thus the 
‘i King’s civil list, amounting to 
about $3,000,000 yearly, will be 
done away with or greatly di- 
minished, as the monarch used 
it almost entirely to administer 
the Crown properties or for 
charitable purposes. 


ner. It will have due regard to 
the vital interests of the commun- 
ity and will permit any mitigations 
which it may consider réquired by 
the food situation in Austria. 

4. As regards the territorial 
limits established for the republic 
of Austria, the allied and associ- 
ated powers are unable to admit 
any modifications in the decisions 
already communicated. These de- 
cisions were arrived at after 
months of careful examinations, 
and the observations furnished by 
the Austrian delegation have been 
found to contain no arguments 
which had not been considered by 
the conference. 

Creation of New States. 

The allied and associated Pow- 
ers endeavored to determine the 
boundaries of the States formed 
out of the late Austro-Hung _rian 
monarchy in such an equitable 
way as to bring a lasting peace to 
Central Europe. Thus they have 
drawn for Czecho-Slovaki, the 
historical frontiers of the crown 
of Bohemia, and, so far as Austria 
is concerned, they have only de- 
parted from this frontier in two 
minor instances, where the econ- 
omic interests of the new state 
appeared, and still appear, to out- 
weigh the claims of the Austrian 
republic. 

In the case of Jugo-Slavia, the 
allied and associated Powers have, 
so far as was possible, followed 
the admitted linguistic boundary. 
As regards Hungary, they have in- 
cluded within Austria certain Ger- 
man-speaking districts hitherto 
included within the Hungarian 
frontier. 

They believe that the frontiers 
now arranged are those which will 
best guarantee the existence of all 
the peoples concerned, including 
Austria, without exposing them to 
anarchy or internecine competi- 
tion. 

As regards Tyrol, the allied and 
associated Powers have been im- 
pressed by the fact that for dec- 
ades the Italian people have suf- 
fered from a menace deliberately 
directed at their heart by the re- 
tention in Austro-Hungarian hands 
of military outposts commanding 
the Italian plains. In these cir- 
cumstances they have thought it 
best to accord to Italy the natural 
frontier of the Alps, which she 
has long demanded. 

Small Communities Protected. 

5. The allied and associated 
Powers would further remind the 
Austrian delegation that the treaty 
of peace makes special provisions 
for the protection of small com- 
munities, such as New Austria. 
It will no longer be possible for 
powerful empires to threaten with 
impunity the political and econo- 
mic life of their lesser neighbors. 

The clauses relating to ports and 
waterways guarantee to Austria 
under international sanction, ac- 
cess to the sea by land and water. 
The labor clauses will help to pre- 
serve the rights and raise the 
standards of life for the working 
population. The minority treaties 
will safeguard the political, relig- 
ious and linguistic rights of the re- 
public’s minorities transferred to 
new sovereignty under the treaty 
of peace. 

The league of nations is not the 
only protector of Austria's rights. 
The league, to which the allied 
and associated Powers hope that 
Austria will. be admitted at an 
early date, will not only protect 
the rights of all signatories to the

overloading of the motor. This is 
very important, as otherwise the mo- 
tor might be burned out. 

The cost of any well-made power 
washer lies near $109 or over, owing 
to the cost of the motor. But it 
costs about °-5 cent per washing for 
current, so that really the whole cost 
is the initial cost, and not upkeep. 
Also, distribute this cost at about $4 
monthly, and in two years t':e washer 
is paid for.
